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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 recite "a preparation of highly unsaturated fatty acid-containing 
phosphatidylserine and phosphatidic acid," which is confusing, as it is not clear to which 
statutory class of invention the claim is drawn. "Preparation" may be interpreted to refer 
to "an act of preparing" or to "something prepared" (reference U). Claims 1 and 3 thus 
may be drawn either to a method of making phosphatidylserine and phosphatidic acid or 
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to a composition of phosphatidylserine and phosphatide acid. For the purpose of 
compact prosecution, these claims are interpreted to be drawn to the composition. 

Claims 1-4 recite "A highly polyunsaturated fatty acid-containing 
phosphatidylserine," which is confusing, as the degree of polyunsaturation is not clearly 
specified. The specification recites numerous diacyl fatty acid chains that are 
characterized by various degrees of saturation, but it is not clear which diacyl fatty acid 
side chains are not encompassed by the claims. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The standard for patentability in the area of 
living organisms and biomolecules is whether the claimed matter "is the result of 
human intervention." See M.P.E.P. § 2105. The claims are drawn to a composition of 
highly unsaturated fatty acid-containing phosphatidylserine and phosphatidic acid, 
which occurs naturally. The composition, by applicant's own admission, exists naturally 
in the livers offish (paragraph 0004, lines 2-3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are product-by-process claims. M.P.E.P. § 2113 reads, "Product-by- 
process claims are not limited to the manipulations of the recited steps, only the 
structure implied by the steps." 

"Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of 
a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). 

The structure implied by the process steps should be considered when assessing 
the patentability of product-by-process claims over the prior art, especially where the 
product can only be defined by the process steps by which the product is made, or 
where the manufacturing process steps would be expected to impart distinctive 
structural characteristics to the final product. See, e.g., In re Garnero, 412 F.2d 276, 
279, 162 USPQ 221, 223 (CCPA 1979) 

The use of 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 rejections for product-by-process claims 
has been approved by the courts. "[T]he lack of physical description in a product-by- 
process claim makes determination of the patentability of the claim more difficult, since 
in spite of the fact that the claim may recite only process limitations, it is the patentability 
of the product claimed and not of the recited process steps which must be established. 
We are therefore of the opinion that when the prior art discloses a product which 
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reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than a product 
claimed in a product-by-process claim, a rejection based alternatively on either section 
102 or section 103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. As a practical matter, 
the Patent Office is not equipped to manufacture products by the myriad of processes 
put before it and then obtain prior art products and make physical comparisons 
therewith." In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531, 535, 173 USPQ 685, 688 (CCPA 1972). 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Comfurius et al. (1977, reference V) in light of Farkas et al. (1994, reference W). The 
claims are drawn to a composition of highly unsaturated fatty acid-containing 
phosphatidylserine and phosphatidic acid produced by phospholipase D-catalyzed 
transphosphatidylation of phosphatidylcholine in the presence of L-serine. 

Comfurius et al. teach a composition of phosphatidylserine and phosphatidic acid 
prepared from phosphatidylcholine by a one-step transphosphatidylation catalyzed by 
phospholipase D in the presence of L-serine (p. 37-38). Farkas et al. is cited as 
evidence that fish liver comprises various phosphatidylcholines that themselves 
comprise polyunsaturated diacyl fatty acid chains, e.g. docosahexaenoic acid and oleic 
acid (Tables 2 and 5). 

No claims are allowed. No claims are free of the art.
